PROFITS - JUST MALARKEY — 


New York (LPA)—Big Business, crying that high taxes are killing 

them, argues that now there is little money left for expansion, and that 

_ “risk capital” for investment is being dried up. The figures prove both 
claims are malarkey, 


The Securities and Exchange Commission has just estimated that net 


| working capital of American corporations came to $80.9 billion at 


end of 1951. That was an ificrease of $2.5 billion over 1950. Corpo 
holdings of cash alone went up by $2.1 billion to a total of $29.4 billion. 


The SEC recently also reported that in 1951 corporations sold $7.8 
billion of stocks and bonds, or $1 billion more than in 1950, and equalling 
the all-iime high set in 1929. 


That despite much higher taxes, there are plenty of corporations 
doing better in the first three months of 1952 than in the same period 
in 1951 is disclosed in first quarter reports on net earnings (profits after 
all expenses, including taxes), 
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Big Bosses Want Strikes 


_ In the current rash of strikes, labor gets the blame, as 
usual, while those at the top who are really responsible, sit 
comfortably in the background, with plenty of security, and 
even gain public sympathy, while they are scheming to win 
their objectives. 

A strike against a sizable corporation or its countervart, 
the “ass6ciation of employers” run by a few at the top, has 
several main objectives. Labor, with only its working ability 
to fight with, is literally pushed into a strike, and then the 
“Objectives of the bosses begin to materialize. 

: . No doubt the main goal is to discredit, defeat, and weaken 
labor unions. That is a day to day, year by year aim of the 
“big corporations. There is nothing they hate or fear more 
‘than a strong, effective union. A strike usually inconveniences 
ithe public, and the bosses cunningly sharpen this resentment 
thetheir big appeals to “the public” through newspaper: ads, 
“radio commentators, and planted magazine articles, 
which give phony “financial facts” designed to make us think 
:they are just barely scraping along and are in business only 
to help the public. 
' ©Though we have gained billions in better wages by the 
‘right to strike and would be helpless slaves without it, a strike 
‘still hurts the workers, temporarily, much more than the 
/bosses. The few cents gained, after hundreds of dollars lost 
an time off, are poor business for those involved. Also, union 
‘treasuries are badly hurt, and sometimes union unity is weak- 
‘ened during a strike. 
; A strike is the union’s very last resort, and the public 
‘Should be made to realize that when one is pulled it is only 
‘because the employers want it and are belligerent, unyielding 
‘ahd intolerably insulting at the bargaining table. 


‘Kill Off the Little Guy 


; . Another major goal in modern employer strikes is that of 
Killing off the little guy. With our expanding economy, there 
ied many thousands of very capable small businessmen get- 
‘ting started. There is room for them, for a while at least, and 
4it is a pleasure to see them get under way. But there comes a 


time when they get a little too strong, too wise, and tod well 


‘organized. Then’s the time for a major strike. 
i Phese little folk are something of a problem. They make 
amoney for a few years, get big employer ideas, talk against 
Tabor, think they are in the saddle to stay. Itis a little sad to 
contemplate these big little guys. They and their families 
become boorish and intolerant of working people. They de- 
‘velop nervous breakdowns in the mad race for more dough, 
Dut they do succeed in piling up.a fair amount. 

“They soon tingle with the feeling of superiority, of asso- 
@iation with the big time and its age-old superiority of prop- 
erty and money rights over human rights. To hell with hu- 
man ‘rights, becomes part of their subeonscious and they 
pound the table at luncheon clubs on the evils of labor, 
socialism, etc. 

_ These people really deserve a beating, in their aggressive, 

snooty belief that the only way to progress is over the backs 
of the workers instead of sharing and cooperating with the 
people who make their prosperity, their financial and health 
security possible. But they are still-little guys and we can’t. 
help having a feeling of kinship with them. We only wish 
they'd get wise to the fact that their lease on prosperity is 
strictly governed by the big boys. Comes a major strike, which 
is really just a form of controlled depression, and thousands 
of them go to the wall.

‘Probe. Death by 
Cleaning Fluids 


(State Fed. Release) 


As: a result of the .recent death 
of a worker at Mills Field in San 
Mateo County and hospitalization 
of several others, a thorough state- 
wide: investigation of the use of 
cleaning fluids has been announced 
by Paul Scharrenberg, director of 
the State Dept. of Industrial Re- 
lations. 

The stricken workers were re- 
portedly using a product known as 
“Glamorene,” widely advertised as 
a safe rug cleaner for home or 
industrial’ use. The product ap- 
parently contains up to 25 per 
cent of trichloroethylene and pos- 
sibly other chlorinated hydrocar- 
bons. All of these are recognized 
as- highly«.poisonous, either by ab- 
sorption through the skin or by 
inhalation of the. vapor. 

The indiscriminate use of any of 
these compounds. by industry -in 
California is prohibited by safety 
orders issued and enforeed by the 
Dept. of Industrial Relations, Divi- 
sion of Safety. 

Scharrenberg’s office also stated 
that this hazardous product is on 
sale in the San‘ Francisco Bay area 
for home use.

It is alarmingly 
Similar to *the “legal” practice ‘of 
the Nazi government and at vari- 
ance with our cherished constitu- 
tional rights. Letters to President 
Truman, our Senators and Con- 
gressmen, from all of us who-con< 
sider these rights the cornerstone‘ 
of our democracy will greatly in- 
crease’ ‘the effectiveness of the 
Committee for the “Repeal of the 
McCarran Act ‘and will give Con- 
gressman Sabath the support ‘he 
requires to scotch further efforts 
to whittle away our constitutional 
guarantees.

House Group\Approves. 
Mine: Safety Bill 40 


‘Washington, (LPA) —-A mine 
safety bill authorizing federal -in- 
Spectors to close coal mines when 
necessary to avoid disasters was 
approved: by a House Labor sub- 
committee May 2. Sponsored by 
Rep. Samuel K. McConnell, Jr. 
(R., Pa.), the bill, less broad than 
one awaiting Senate action, would 
permit an inspector to shut down 
a mine to prevent “imminent” dis- 
asters involving fire, explosion, flood 
or specified mechanical failures, 

Besides giving immediate ~shut- 
down powers in such cases, “the; 
measure ‘would also let inspectors’ 
set time limits for operators to 
comply with requirements of a fed- 
eral mine Safety code. Failure te 
take corrective steps in time would 
subject operators to closing. Under 
present law, Bureau of Mines in- 
Spectors can only recommend that 
steps be taken by operators to as- 
sure safety of workers.
